labaiger who spoke on the topic "Shall 
the i icrcased appropriation for school 
buildings- be made by increased taxa- 
tion or by issuing zonds?" Mr. Shel- 
labaiger, after talking of the early his- 
tory of the schools said that In 1892 
5 pei cent bonds to the extent of >45,- 
OOU were issucu, these being followed 
by $ IO.OOJ of 4 per cent bonds Issued 
in r95. September 1, 1902 all of the 
five per<? cent bonds were paid, leav- 
ing the debt of the school district only 
$40,OuO. Since 1890 the board has built 
38 school rooms, as follows; Two addi- 
tions to high school, 12 rooms; War- 
ren itreet, lour rooms; Durfee, nearly 
new, 8 rooms; Jsisper, 4 rooms; Jack- 
son, 2 rooms; Oakland, new, 4 rooms; 
Pugr, new, 4 rooms The total cost of 
all school buildings In the rity to date 
was driven nt J236,467, and the grounds 
on w hich they are located is valued at 
$25.5)3. 


The board Is authorized by law to 
^y 2 1-2 per cent on all taxable prop- 


erty to carry on the work, but It is not 
the board's deslrp to levy such a tax. 
The batter of rebuilding Church street 
school is being considered and the 
boar 1 wanted an expression from the 
tax payers as to the better manner 
of r ilslng the J40.000 or $45,000 that 
would likely be needed.

Sell Their Fowls. 


During tho last week there was a 


big lot of poultry marketed in Deca- 
tur. 
uidinarlly the time ten days or 


two weeks prior to Thanksgiving is 
regard, d as the best for selling poul- 
try. 
It was not KO this year although 


the price before thii* holiday went up 
with n rush. 


During the six days ended Saturday 


the shippers paid 0 and 10 cents for 
hens and springs and as much as 12 
1-2 cenls for prime young turkeys, but 
of course the birds had to 
be 
top 


notchers to bring that price. In other 
years di cased birds have been pur- 
chased for the price paid the last week 
for live weight. 
Geese 
have com- 


manded as much as 7 1-2 
cents per 


pound and eggs have been worth 24 
cents to the shipper. 
The consumer 


was likely to pay most any price to 
get what were known to be absolutely 
fresh eggs. Not a few from the stor- 
age houses are not on the market. Last 
night the dealers said that the high 
prices were likely to 
continue 
this 


week until Wednesday but after that 
time there would in all probability be 
a decline In the prices. 


The shippers estimate 
that 
nearly 


50,000 pounds of poultry were received 
here during the last 
week. 
Pickers 


were in demand and more than one 
shipper had to carry over stuff that he 
could not dress out. Expert .pickers 
jan earn as nyich as from $15 to $20 a 
week when they work full time.
